REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Health  Officer  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1933. 

In  the  past  year  I  have  sent  to  the  State  Labora- 
tory for  analysis,  the  town  water  once  a  month.  It 
was  found  to  be  good  with  the  exception  of  some 
slight  excess  of  iron  and  clay  sediment. 

Several  samples  of  milk  were  also  analyzed  and 
were  found  up  to  standard,  except  a  few  which 
were  slightly  dirty. 

We  have  had  several  cases  of  measles  and  scarlet 
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fever.  I  have  also  had  reported  to  me  one  case  of 
gonorrhea  and  two  of  syphilis.  These  cases  are  be- 
ing looked  after  by  our  proficient  doctors. 

There  have  been  several  complaints  made  about 
toilets,  etc.,  which  I  have  investigated. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  selectmen  and 
highway  agent,  the  rubbish  and  waste  has  been  kept 
cleaned  up  around  town. 

Let  me  suggest  to  all  citizens,  that  you  co-operate 
with  me,  with  the  purpose  in  view  of  making  our 
town  more  beautiful,  clean  and  a  better  place  in 
which  to  reside.
